which, as certain Inscriptions testified, 
was at one time the property of Oliver 
Goldsmith. 
On Goldsmith's 
death it 
passed Into the hands of David 
Gar- 
rick and thence to the possession of 
one of the literary and artistic clubs 
of the day. 
Then after an interval it passed into 
Dr. Johnson's hands, for one of the In- 
scriptions 
engraved 
on its silver, rim 
records that it was presented to Bnrke 
by his friend Samuel Johnson, doctor 
of letters, as a memento of Johnson's 
visit 
to 
Beaconsfleld. 
which 
was 
Burke's home. 
The date of the pres- 
entation was 1779. five years after the 
dath of Goldsmith and five before the 
death of Johnson.
